Mid-November 
Farm Prices Were 
Steady To Higher 


* SACRAMENTO, Dec. 15—Pric- 
es received by California farm- 
ers in mid-November were steady 
to higher than a month earlier, 
according to the California Crop 
and Livestock Reporting service. 
Only potato, alfalfa seed, cotton, 
hog, and chicken prices were be- 
low the level of a month ago. 
There was no change in the av- 
erage price received for flaxseed, 
rice, cottonseed, wool, and milk 
fat in cream. 

Compared with a year ago, av- 
erage pricés received by Califor- 
nia farmers show a mixed trend. 
Potatoes, cottonseed, oranges, 
lemons, hogs, and eggs were up 
substantially while hay, calves, 
and wool were considerably low- 
er than a year ago. Slightly 
,higher prices were recorded for 
wheat, rice, beans, milk, chickens 
and turkeys. On the other hand, 
corn, oats, barley, grain sor- 
“ghums, alfalfa seed, beef cattle, 
lambs, and milk fat in cream 
were lower than a year earlier. 

Mid - November prices were 
much lower than the 1954-58 avy- 
erage for all grains except oats. 
Alfalfa hay, cotton lint, cotton- 
seed, hogs, lambs, wool, and 
chickens ‘were also below aver- 
age. Prices received for pota- 
toes, dry beans, oranges, lemons, 
beef cattle, calves, and milk cows, 
were substantially above average

NITROGEN AND PHOSPHORUS CAN BOOST 
GRAIN YIELDS IN MANY AREAS OF STATE 


DAVIS, Dec. 15—Nitrogen ana 
phosphorus fertilizers can boost 


yields substantially in many 
grain growing areas of California 
with soil nutrient deficiencies. 

This is proven by the results of 
a.five-year study of the nutrient 
deficiencies of grainlands and 
their responses to fertilization 
conducted by the University of 
California’s Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service and Department of 
Agronomy. 

Fhe project was headed by 
William E. Martin, extension 
soils specialist, and Duane S. 
Mikkelsen, associate professor of 
agronomy. 

Under their supervision, a 
total of 221 coordinated field 
tests were carried out in 38 
counties, including Tulare, on 
farms selected by farm advisors 
as typical of the grain producing 
areas of the counties. 

Of these tests, 149 were with 
barley, 62 with wheat, and 10 
with oats. 

Forty-five were on irrigated 
fields, while 176 were on lands 
dependent on natural rainfall. 

Martin and Mikkelsen report- 
ed that yields were improved in 
74 per cent, while 26 per cent 
showed no benefit from fertiliza- 
tion. 

The areas not benefiting either 


with alfalfa seed, milk, turkey 
and egg prices moderately high- 
er.

U.S. Savings 
Bond Holdings 
At Record High 


VISALIA, Dec. 15 — ‘“‘Hold- 
ings of U.S. Savings Bonds have 
risen above the 43-billion-dollar 
mark for the first time in the 
bond program’s history,” Tulare 
County Bond Chairman M. W. 
Dula reports. 

“This is $13 billion more than 
the $30 billion in Savings Bonds 
held by Americans at the end of 
world war 11. At the same time, 
November sales of $326 million 
carried the national 1960 total 
above $4 billion in sales for the 
year,’’ Dula said.

AS WE get ready to cast the 
14th congressional district elec- 
toral college vote in Sacramento 
next Monday, political winds 
continue to blow out of the 
South, and there is a breeze or 
two in California. 

ACTUALLY THE electors of 
the electoral college have no legal’ 
obligation to vote for anyone; 
the constitution of the United 
States sets up the college without 
commitment to any candidate or 
political party. 

THIS FACT, coupled with the 
closeness of the national election, 
plus talk of reserving the results 
in a couple of key states where 
‘vote fraud is being investigated, 
plus some wide open electoral 
college votes in the southern 
states has brought a bit of good 
old fashioned politicin’ out of the 
south — politicin’ aimed not at 
putting Mr. Nixon in office over 
Mr. Kennedy, but, for the most 
part, aimed at throwing them 
both out. 

FOR INSTANCE, we have re- 
ceived the three plans of R. Lea 
Harris, an attorney in Montgom- 
ery, Alabama. Mr. Harris want- 
ed a meeting of presidential elec- 
tors from 11 southern states, at 
which Jack Kennedy and Lyndon 
Johnson would appear. Harris’ 
Plan A consisted of letting south- 
ern states electors go along with 
Mr. Kennedy, provided he chang- 
ed his stand on a couple of things, 
namely foreign aid to communist 
countries, and states rights. Plan 
B assumed that Mr. Kennedy 
might not change his stand, in 
which case the southern states’ 
electoral college vote would gZ0 to 


Mr. Johnson for president and 
Mr. Kennedy for vice president.

Kennedy nor Mr. Johnson will be 
satisfactory, in which case the 


electoral college picks a president 
and vice president of the United

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County Farm Bureau 
Board Meets Tonight 


VISALIA, Dec. 15 — Directors 
of the Tulare County Farm Bu- 
reau will meet tonight, 7 p.m., 
at. the Farm Bureau Assembly 
hall in Visalia, with regular di- 
rectors’ meeting to be preceded 
by dinner.

Using ‘‘conservation of human 
resources” as the basis for its 
plea, the state mental health as- 
sociation urged that the state 
supported system of local mental 
health clinics be expanded and 
improved until it can service all 
parts of the state. It was also 
suggested that a law be passed 
requiring all county jails to pro- 
vide mental -health care for in- 
mates. 

A spokesman for trustees of 
the state mental hospitals strong- 
ly recommended that salaries be 
upped for psychiatric technicians 
and trainees. The subcommittee 
was informed that over the most 
recent three year period, 6,900 
out of 10,000 such hospital em- 
ployees had quit their jobs. It 
was pointed out that a typist can 
demand and gét from $325 to 
$375 per month, so it is almost 
impossible to recruit qualified 
hospital employees at $268 per 
month. One hospital reportedly 
hires cotton pickers for such po- 
sitions, who promptly take off 
for the fields when cotton sea- 
son opens.
